The British Forces’

ultra-modern combined headquarters 


west of the Rhine, now nearing completion, is the biggest and 
most expensive such building project ever put up by the British: 
Army outside Britain. ‘ 
The headquarters is expected to begin to move in at the 
.beginning of October. 
- By Christmas, it is hoped to have everyone, ‘families, office 
staffs, Naafi shops and schools, settled there. 


‘The site, in the Rheindahler 
fures& near Muenchen Gladbach, 
has been provided by the West 
Gdiman Government, The cost 
of the project, about 160,000,000 
ma.ks (over  £13,930,000) plus 
12,000,000 murks (about £1,- 
060000) fOr Purntstumgs, 
coming Ou. of Occupation 
fue by Germany, 

The only expease which Bri- 
til Wil ya oo bear will be the 
TST UCa Rr after West Ger- 
many has seceved sovereignty. 

The ontle was chosen in’ the 
runner of MWb2.
